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The  Beltsville  Branch  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  A?:riculture 
Library  has  now  been  in  operation  for  about  six  months,  and  in  this 
and  other  newsletters  v;hich  will  be"  issued  occasionally,  the  purposes 
and  policies  of  the  branch  library  w.^l_^e  explained. 

This  library  does  not  propose  to  assemble  a  large  collection  of 
bocks.     Its  purpose  rather  is  to  serve  as  a  super- index  guide  to  the 
U.S.  Dept.  of  A2:riculture '  s  collection  in  V^ashinp-ton,  as  well  as  a 
distribution  center  of  library  material  v/hich  is  continuously  being 
sent  from.  Washington  to  Beltsville.     Such  books  and  bound  volumes  as 
are  used  extensively  at  Beltsville  will  be  kept  here,  if  possible,  but 
such  volumes  as  are  found  to  be  "detidheads"  on  the  shelves  will  be 
returned  to  the  central  collection  in  Washington. 

Abstract  and  index  journals- rank  first  in  importance  here. 
Chemical  Abstracts,  Biological  Abstracts,  Nutrition  Abstracts,  Quarterly 
Cumulative  Index  Medicus , (^Annjn^    Breeding  Abstract^,  Industrial  Arts 
Index,  Agricultural  Index  /"and  l^eddBf's'  "Gui  de  to  Literature  are  kept  up- 
to-date  and  bound  regularly.     The  library  has  a  complete  set  of  all  the 
Department's  printed  publications,  from  the  beginning  of  each  series  t© 
the  present.     Beginning  with  this  year,  a  collection  of  all  State 
experiment  station  bulletins,  except  those  dealing  v/ith  economic  and 
sociological  subjects,  will  be  maintained.     There  is  a  bound  set  of  the 
Index  to  the  Surgeon  General's  Library,    A  fairly  complete  collection 
of  the  annual  catalogs  of  the" most  important  colleges  and  universities 
is  kept  up  to  date. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  Bcl-tsville  Branch,  index  cards  to 
publications  added  to  the  ■'/Washington  catalog  have  likewise  been  added 
to  the  Beltsville  Branch,  provided  the  subjects  have  been  related  in 
some  v/ay  to  the  various  fields  of  research  in  progress  at  this  center. 
Therefore,  it  will  be  possible  henceforth  to  determine  what  material  is 
available  in  the  Department  Library *ob— any  of  the  subjects  of  interest 
to  the  Beltsville  research  scientists. 


On  the  reverse  side  of  this  nov/slettor  is  a  list  of  titles 
recently  added  to  the  Beltsville  collection.    Any  of  these  may  be 
borrov;ed  for  a  period  of  tv/o  v/ocks. 
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As  a  result  of  increased  demands  on  the  library  for  the  purchase 
of  new  books,  the  funds  allotted  are  alnost  exhausted,  and  until  the 
end  of  this  fiscal  year,  only  oinergency  purchases  will  be  made. 

No  more  library  books  can  be-  assigsed  to  tha. various  offifi.Q.s.^..^gfijf^^.-e^. 
for  filing. 


As  Secretary  Wickard  has  already  pointed  out  in  a  letter  to 
members  of  the  Dept.  of  Agriculture:  "Some  of  our  v/ork  will -change. 
Some  lines  of  activity  vj-ill  .ha\'"e  to  be  suspended,  and  other  lines 
\vill  have  to  be  augmented,"     These  changes  viill  be  reflected  in 
the  library's  future  acquisitions.    Henceforth,  only  books  essential 
to  the  changing  demands  of  the  scientific  workers  at  Beltsville  will 
be  added  to  this  library. 

We  can  no  longer  buy  extra  copies  of  books.     Therefore  it  is 
important  that  each  borrovrer  consider  that  he  is  only  one  of  about 
114.00  persons  served  by  this  branch  library,  and  every  day  that  he 
holds  a  book  over  his  allotted  loan  period,  he  is  probably  depriving 
soD.o  one  else  of  its  use.    Loan  periods  are  JO  days  and  15  days, 
according  to  the  demand  for  the  particular  book.     If  a  book  can  be 
finished  in  a  day  or  two,  it  should  be  returned  promptly  to  the 
library  and  not  allowed  to  lie  unused  on  a  desk,    A  book  borrower 
should  never  leave  books  at  home,  or  in  his  office  v;hile  he  is  away 
on  leave  or  on  a  field  trip. 

Because  of  the  wide  range  of  subjects  covered  at  this  research 
station,  v/e  can  at  best  obtain  only  a  few  of  the  most  outstanding 
publications  for  pcmanent  use.    A  scientist  recoLimeuding  a  book  for 
purchase  should  consider  a  number  of  points,  such  cs  w?iether  or  not 
it  is  likely  to  be  of  interest  to  persons  other  than  himself,  whether 
or  not  it  is  v;ritten  by  a  leader  or  leaders  in  the  subject  covered, 
whether  or  not  it  is  likely  t ->  bo  an  enduring  book. 

Heretofore,  the  library  has  automatically  circulated  a  few  books 
to  persons  likely  to  be  interested  in  them.     This  practice  is  being 
discontinued,  and  no  more  b'^-^ks  will  be  loaned  unless  formally 
requested,    A  list  of  principal  accessions  of  the  Department  Library 
in  Yifashington  is  published  monthly  in  Agricultural  Library  Notes 
which  v.rill  be  sent  regularly  to  any  Department  employee  upon  req\jest. 
Books  which  have  been  purchased  for  the  Beltsville  Library  will  be 
listed  regularly  in  this  newsletter.

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No  complete  bibliography  of  scientific  publications  resulting 
from  research  at  3eltsville  Research  Center  has  yet  been  compiled, 
but  if  such  a  compilation  is  ever  undertaken,  some  surprising  facts 
may  be  revealed, 

A  cursory  oxairdnation  of  the  library's  current  periodical 
files  in  such  subjects  as  veterinary  science,  biological  chemistry, 
nutrition,  home  economics,  animal  husbandry,  e.nd  plant  science, 
will  show  an  unusually  large  nimiber  of  papers  from  Beltsville. 

To  select  a  few  titles  at  random:  Journal  of  Nutrition, 
Industrial  and  Engineering  Chemistry,  American  Veterinary  Medical 
Association  Journal,  Food  Research,  Poultr;^'-  Science,  rarely  appear 
without  at  least  one  report  by  a  Beltsville  author  on  some  phase 
of  the  agricultural  research  in  progress  here. 

In  addition,  B.R.C.  scientists  are  often  called  upon  to 
contribute  occasional  pieces  to  periodicals  of  a  more  specialized 
type.    Recently  articles  appeared  in  Refrigerating  Engineering, 
Modern  Hospital,  Cotton,  Soap,  Quick  Frozen  Foods,  American 
Dxrcstuffs  Reporter.     Dozens  of  other  titles  could  be  included. 

The  point  we  wish  to  make  is  this:  Beltsville  Research  Center 
has  become  within  the  past  two  years  one  of  the  major  sources  of 
scientific  literature  in  the  country. 

And  this  frequency  of  publication  in  periodicals  v/hich  demand 
the  highest  standards  of  scientific  workmanship  is  a  fair  indication 
of  the  importance  of  Beltsville 's  contribution  to  agricultural 
progress . 

In  another  newsletter  we  will  point  out  how  these  discoveries, 
which  reach  only  a  limited  number  of  readers,  comparatively,  in  the 
technical  publications,  are  later  transmitted  through  more  "popular" 
periodicals  to  mail  ions  of  /aiorican  farmers  and  consumers.

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For  the  past  several  days  and  for  some  weeks  yet,  the  book 
collections  of  the  various  "bureau  libraries  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  in  Yfashington  have  been,  or  wall  be,  in  a  state  of 
transition  to  the  Dcpartiuent  Librai-y.    This  consolidation  of 
library  services  is  in  accordance  with  Executive  Order  9069, 
vrhich  transferred  all  bureau  library  units,  with  their  personnel, 
property  .and  records  to  the  Main  Library. 

Naturally,  the  normal  routine  of  book  and  periodical  loans 
has  been  affected  by  this  temporary  readjustment,  but  a  considerable 
improvement  o\'-or  the  old  system  of  loans  is  expected  to  follow 
shortly. 

As  for  Beltsville,  library  services  here  also  are  to  be 
consolidated.    The  central  index  catt.log  of  books  and  periodicals 
v.dll  be  broadened  to  include  the  material  filed  in  the  Fertilizer 
Research  division.  Horticulture  division,  and  in  other  units  at 
the  Center.     Periodicals  circulated  from  the  Department  Library- 
will  all  be  routed  through  the  Beltsville  Branch  Librrry.  And 
incidentally,  from  Washington  vjc  are  obtaining  several  additional 
bound  sets  of  publications  vrhich  have  been  needed  here  for  some 
time  • 

As  quickly  as  the  mechanics  of  indexing  can  be  completed,  the 
Beltsville  Branch  Library  should  be  able  to  supply  the  major  portion 
of  the  Research  Center's  library  requests.    And  such  requests  as  vrc 
cannot  supply  should,  within  a  few  weeks,  be  moving  much  more 
rapidly  than  fonucrly  from  the  Washington  shelves  to  the  borrowers 
t  Beltsville.

If  for  some  reason  a  journal  is  needed  longer  thaji  the  allotted  3-day 
period,  eitner  notify  the  library,  or  return  the  journal  T?ith  a  request 
slip  ashing;;  that  it  be  sent  back  to  you  later. 

we  feel  that  special  requests  must  take  precedence  over  routine 
circulation,  and  if  current  periodicals  are  to  be  continued  in  reg\ilar 
circulation,  there  must  be  closer  cooperation  betv/een  borroTrars  and 
the  library.

This  will  not  be  necessary,  however,  if  you  happen 
to-  be  located  in  Animal  Disease  Station,  Nutrition  Bldg.  72,  or  the 
North  Laboratory.    From  these  places,  returns  need  not  be  wrappea,  as 
they  come  airect  by  messenger  or  in  special  bags  or  boxes. 

If  in  any  cast  the  delivery  service  appears  to  be  unsatisfactory, 
please  let  us  know,  for  it  is  to  the  common  interest  of  the  library  and 
its  ustirs  tiiat  loans  come  and  go  witn  a  minimum  of  trouble  and  delay.

The  Librarian  of  Congress  has  recently  sent  out  a  circular 
letter  to  all  departments  of  the  government  stating  the  revision 
of  their  lending  practiceo  Briefly,  the  policy  now  is: 

1.  Fo  periodicals,  bound  or  unbound,  \vill  be  sent  out  unless 
tiiorc  is  a  second  copy  actually  present  on  their  shelves. 

2.  All  loans  arc  on  a  2  week  basis,  subject  to  prior  recall 
if  needed..  For  Beltsvillj3,  this  moans  that  an 
individual  v;ill  be  able  to  hold  a  publication  for  10  days 
at  the  mosty  for  2  days  must  be  allowed  for  transportation 
each  v\ray.    We  shall  haVe  to  be  very  particular  about 
this,  for  the  letter  also  states  that  "no  materials  will 
thcrco-fter  be  issued  to  any  agency  which  has  not  returned 
borrowed  materials  within  the  tv/o-wecks  period  or  on 
prior  recall,,." 

The  Department  library  also  has  stated  a  now  policy  on, the 
loan  of  publications  in  Library  circular  no.  1,  0cto2,  19^2*  Copies 
of  this  were  sent  around  to  the  various  buildings  for  posting  on 
bulletin  boards.     If  anyone  missed  seeing  it,  the  Beltsville  library 
will  be  Rlad  to  furnish  the  information.
